Honorable Councilman Koretz: 

This letter is written to request critical City support for infrastructure maintenance along Melrose 
Avenue that is really beyond the Business Improvement District’s purview. We really appreciate 
past support from your office and hope you agree that these relatively small yet unique 
maintenance concerns are most appropriately handled by the City as soon as they can be 
scheduled. 

After walking Melrose Avenue the other day, we identified the following maintenance needs 
should be addressed as soon as possible: 

1. Many City parking signs (such as the high one located at the SEC of Melrose and 
Curson (for east bound Melrose traffic) and another high located at the NEC of Melrose 
and Curson (for north bound Curson traffic) are so obliterated with stickers that they 
cannot be read. The height of these signs requires a bucket truck to services them. 

2. All City fire hydrants should be re-painted for visibility.
